There are different glands for different 
kinds of food, for instance only ene 
very small one has an affinity fer but- 
ter so that short pie crasts, buseuits 
and suchlike, find ne place to ge even 
when they happon to get inte a stem- 
ach sufficiently robust to digest them. 
The cooking ef the nineteenth cen- 
tury is one of the greatest crimes of 
the earth. Children are born with 
weak organs and rendered miserable, 
men die before their time, aud women 
groan their whole lives through from 
the effeot of the deadly pie orust, the 
well tanned steak, the fermenting het 
bread and the poisenous mixture, milk 
and coffee which are forced upon them 
by custom. If everybody had killed 
themselves at thirty-five for the last 
huodred years it seems as if it would 
be impessible to break up the custom. 
Men dethe most foolish, mest injuri- 
ous, Mest unnecessary and disagree- 
able things just because they have 
always seen them dene and think they 


are good enough.

Ore Found in Pyramid District Assay- 
lag Sixteen Hundred Dollars 
te the Ton. 


A Gurt reporter who chanced to 
to be at Pyramid last Sanday, while 
engaged in holy meditation came up- 
on a large pile of very handsome quartz 
in which his critical eye at once de- 
tected a heavy charge of the precious 
metals. A stone wall had been laid 
between two wings of the heap and a 
pious gentleman living near the spet, 
who was alse engaged in holy medita- 
tions, infarmed him that the rock te 
the right of the walk was selected and 
preserved for milling, and assayed as 
high as sixteen hundred dellars to the 
ton. He also kindly stated that the 
tunnel frem whence this disturber of 
our Sunday thoughts had come was 
near by and might be inspected. At 
the entrance, happy chance, there lay 
a half dozen candles and a pick, which 
immediately became identified with 
our party. For 840 feet the company 
groped along through solid granite 
until an openisg appeared on our 
right.

The clay is about three feet thick, of 
a heavy black texture and peeled off 
in great flakes when pulled by the 
hand. The face of the drift is in ore 
full width, and is as handsome a lead 
as conld b. found in Ophir or Sierra 
Nevada. ‘Streaks of dark colored sul- 
phurets cross the lead at an angle of 
about a hundred degrees, which seems 
to indicate that the west wall is

very fast. Altogether the Crewn 
Prince is the finest prospect in the 
camp, and the inspection made raised 
Pyramid district in the estimation ef 
every one who saw it immensely.
